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City Budget 


Manager Recommends 2% Increase 
In City’s Public Safety Budget

The Public Safety budget 
accounts for over one third of 
the city’s operating budget. 
For the fiscal year beginning 
on July 1, City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs proposes spend- 
ing $4.77 million on public 
safety, $4.577 million on po- 
lice, $49,700 on.traffic control 
(line painting, etc.), $61,200 
on animal control and $53,200 
towards a reserve for equip- 
ment for the Greenbelt Fire 
Department and Rescue 
Squad. 

This allocation represents a 
2.0 percent increase over the 
budget approved for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. (Actual ex- 
penditures for the current year 
are estimated to total roughly 
2.0 percent less than the bud- 
geted amount.) 

At an April 17 worksession, 
members of the City Council, 
the Greenbelt Lodge of the 
Fraternal. Order of Police 
(FOP), and city staff discussed 
Hobbs’ proposed budget, sev- 
eral requests from the FOP 
and the department's “unmet 
needs.” . 

In addition, council briefly 
discussed a staff proposal to 
significantly increase the fines 
for violations of the city’s 
animal control regulations. 
This proposal will be dis- 
cussed further at a future 
worksession. 

As with most city depart- 
ments, the proposed police 


budget includes few increases 
over past years. No additional 
officers were proposed, the 
number of police cars to be 
purchased was cut from the 
scheduled ten down to six, 
overtime is down slightly 
from the current year’s bud- 
get (and up slightly over esti- 
mated current year expendi- 
tures), and two currently va- 
cant positions (dispatcher and 
police cadet) are proposed to 
be eliminated. Among the fac- 
tors increasing costs is that 
the city; now has to pick up 
the full salary and benefits 
costs of two of the three of- 
ficers hired under past grants. 
Hobbs noted that he origi- 
nally wanted to cut overtime 
costs much harder, but the 
department’s analysis of how 
the overtime was used con- 
vinged him that his original 
proposal was unrealistic. 

In addition to the unmet 
needs in the budget document 
(for the police all were items 
cut by Hobbs to balance the 
budget), Police Chief James 
Craze said that he had “a 
page and:a half” of unmet 
needs, including a videotaping 
system for the lockup cells. 
He proinised to provide coun- 
cil with a list of these items. 


Pluses and Minuses 
There is good news on the 
revenue front. The General 
Assembly increased the per 


capita support for police 
protection and eliminated the 
county’s role in passing 
through other grant funds (so 
that the county could not 
eliminate or change the distri- 
bution formula for the funds). 
As a result, City Treasurer 
Michael McLaughlin reported 
that grant revenues should be 
$44,400 higher than shown in 
the budget. 

However, council seeks to 
fund additional expenditures 
as well. Windsor Green has 
agreed to provide space for a 
police substation in Greenbelt 
East. The police department 
estimates that $3,600 will be 
required to equip and operate 
the substation during the first 
year. Councilmember Edward 
Putens proposed adding a sec- 
ond School Resource Officer 
to support the Eleanor 
Roosevelt officer and to serve 
the other schools in the city. 
The estimated cost of an addi- 
tional officer is $77,000 (in- 
cludes equipment). 

Hobbs had also proposed to 
freeze the “residency bonus” 
plan for officers at the current 
level. This bonus, which was 
introduced to encourage offic- 
ers to live in the city, was to 
have risen from the current 
$100/year to $200. This was a 
cut he did not want to make, 
Hobbs said, but he needed the

Greenbelt’s Anh-Thu Nguyen Wins Youth Citizen Award

“It was a hard time, a time of 
sorrow,” says 18-year-old Anh- 
Thu Thi Nguyen of Springhill 
Lake, speaking of her childhood 
years in Vietnam after the fall of 
Saigon. Her father languished in 
jail for 9 years as a political pris- 
oner becausé he had helped the 
Americans. Her handicapped 
mother struggled, day by day, to 
keep six children alive with. such 
help as relatives could spare. 
Anh-Thu, the next-to-youngest 
child, was 13 when the reunited 
family finally managed to emi- 
grate to America, with $50 in 
their pockets and the clothes they 
wofe. 

Now, five years later, Anh-Thu 
has received the $700 Youth Citi- 
zenship Award from Soroptimist 
International of Bowie-Crofton, a 
service organization for executive 
and professional women. This 
honor is given annually for out- 
Standing contributions made by 
graduating high school seniors for 
their contributions to their homes, 
schools, communities, and coun- 
try—in Anh-Thu’s case her new 
country, America. 

Where does she find the en- 
ergy, the strength, to do all she 
does, one wonders? She main- 
tains a 3.85 grade point average 


at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, which she has attended 
for the last two years. She has 


worked with Students Helping 
Other People and is vice-presi- 
dent of .a club that collects and 
delivers food to the homeless, 
she checks her 8-year-brother’s 
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Greenbelter, Anh-Thu Thi 
Nguyen, winner of the 1996 
Youth Citizenship Award of 
Soroptimist International, 
smiles in her ERHS picture. 


homework every night and takes 
an active and responsible role in 
her church, she serves as inter- 
preter for her parents, who speak 
little English, and once a week 
she delivers the Greenbelt News 
Review. Last Saturday she spent 
the day in Hyattsville, cleaning 
yards and doing housepdainting for 
elderly people as part of the 
“Christmas in April” project of 
the National Honor Society. 

She tells me she wants to 


* “give thanks to my parents for 
' bringing me to this country. And 


I want to thank Shirley Zachary, 
my ESOL (English as a Second 
Laniguage) teacher, who_has 


» helped mea lot.” 


First Helped, Now Helper 
“When we first came here we 


. had help from other people,” she 


says. “Lutheran groups spon- 
sored political prisoners who 


% © wanted to emigrate. Now I want 
> to help others. 


Sometimes it’s 
stressful. I have a lot of college 
applications to fill out, and I’m 
applying for financial aid. My 
parents can’t help, they don’t 
speak English. I have to do it all 
myself. I don’t really have time 
to write all those essays,-so I’ve 
missed some deadlines.” 

She aspires to go to college— 


the Baltimore Campus of the 
University of Maryland. “It’s 
small, and it has a diverse popu- 
lation. I want to meet different 
people, exchange ideas, learn 
from them.” Engineering and 
education are the focus of her 
ambitions; she says she has al- 
ways wanted to be a teacher. 


Learning, Helping, Teaching 

Learning, helping, and teach- 
ing; these are themes that recur 
when she talks. She likes 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
where she is now in her senior 
year, because of the “challenge 
courses, where good students 
work together to help each 
other—and not just oufselves but 
also the community.” 

Eleanor Roosevelt herself is a 
role model-—-"she helped kids in 
school and did things for other 
people”—as is Hillary Rodham 
Clinton. “I like to read things 
about her. Some people say 
negative things, but I think she 
‘deserves all the good things she 
has, because she’s been trying 
real hard.” | 

Trying real hard 1s something 
Anh-Thu Thi Nguyen knows all 
about: Trying real hard has grown 
into her bones. 


Certainly the election of 1996 is 
not shaping up to be like the 
hotly contested elections of yore.

This ‘comments on the Ad- 
visory Planning Board’s rec- 
ommendations for renovating 
Cherrywood Lane. -Cherry- 
wood is 10 feet wider than 
US Route 1 through north 
CoHege Park... In theory, 
Cherrywood could carry more 
traffic, faster. 
Cherrywood carries be- 
tween 6,000 and 8,000. ve- 
hicles per day, according to 
city staff. In. contrast, US. 1 
averages 56,000. vehicles per 
day. Does Greenbelt need or 
want that much. traffic capac- 
ity on a neighborhood street 
like Cherrywood Lane? 

Crescent Road comfortably 
carries 10,500 vehicles per 
day with only two lanes... It 


also retains. its aesthetic quali- - 


ties. Cherrywood, which is al- 
most twice as wide as Cres- 
cent, has the aesthetic appeal 
of an airport landing strip. It 
is much too wide for pedestri- 
ans to cross comfortably with- 
out a pedestrian refuge island. 

A much wider than neces- 
sary road encourages exces- 
sive speeds. Speeding dimin- 
ishes the safety of all road 
users. Excess capacity en- 
courages inappropriate uses, 
such as the storage of truck 
bodies in the southbound curb 
lanes. It. may encourage over- 
development. 

Even the State Highway 
Administration now recog- 


nizes the. need to make roads, 


people frrendly. US 1 in 
North Brentwood 1s currently 
being renovated to enhance its 
‘appearance and add amenities. 
The paved width 1s being nar- 
rowed to provide room for 
sidewalks, pedestrian refuge 
islands, landscaping and 4 
foot bike lanes. The unsightly 


shoulder area that was used- 


for truck parking has been 
eliminated,

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Norman McCarthy 


Longtime Greenbelter 
Norman McCarthy, 60, died un- 
expectedly on Wednesday, April 
24. He had-diabetes. The long- 
time managing editor for the 
Catholic Standard, Mr. 
McCarthy was known in 
Greenbelt for his equally long 
association with the Little 
League and, more recently, the 
St. Hugh’s Knights of Colum- 
bus. 

Mr. McCarthy was born in 
Washington, D.C. and spent his 
youth there and in New York. 
He served in: the: Marine. Corps 
in Lebanon, Greece and Turkey 
during the 1950s. 

After working a few years 
for the Washington Post, he 
joined the staff of the Catholic 
Standard,. retiring in 1995. 

Baseball. was the great love 
of his life..He pitched for his 
high school team, played in the 
minor leagues briefly and spent 
half Ris life involved with the 
youth of Greenbelt in the Little 
League. He managed the Indi- 
ans for more than 20 years. His 
team won the world series the 
year his son Danny played. He 
then served as commissioner 
and umpired for several years. 
He was secretary of the board 
through all those «years. 
“Norman really loved baseball,” 
said Martin Murray. “He loved 
to go to Baltimore and watch 
the Orioles play.” Murray met 
McCarthy through the Little 
League. They became good 
friends. “We shot pool once a 
week for 15 years.” Murray pre- 
pared a few lines. about 
McCarthy which were read at 
last Sunday's Opening Day, as 
the Little Leaguers paused for a 
moment to honor their friend. He 
had touched the lives of many. 

Hank Irving recalls the city 
honored Mr. McCarthy in 1976 
with its highest award “volun- 
tecr of the year” for meritorious 
service to the youth of 
Greenbelt. 

A longtime member of ‘St. 
Hugh’s Catholic church, Mr. 
McCarthy was a founding mem- 
ber of the St. Hugh Knights of 
Columbus several years ago. 
“He was a down to earth kind 
of person,” said Irving. “He did 
much-to reach out to those less 
fortunate than himself.” 

Mr. McCarthy is survived by 
his wife JoAnn; three daugh- 
ters, Colleen Hensel, Chris 
Harrington, Kelly Metzger and 
a son, Dan, of Greenbelt; and 
one grandsoa: 

“Burial was on St, George's 
Island in St. Mary’s County. 
Mr. McCarthy received a mili- 
tary salute in the old cemetery 
with a small chapel under beau- 
tiful old trees,” said Murray. 


“He had a summer home there 
that he loved.” As a reporter 
and editor Mr. McCarthy wrote 
about the history and people of 
Southern Maryland.

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A Man and His Priorities

Shortly after I was appointed 
managing editor of the Catholic 
Standard back in 1961, I hired 
a young reporter. He was a 
skinny young man about 25 
years old with jet-black hair, a 
diffident, low-key manner. His 
name was Norman McCarthy. a 
resume and clippings don’t 
guarantee a reporter’s ability, so 
I was delighted to discover that 
Norman was not only a fine re- 
porfer—fast, accurate and read- 
able—but he was also a fine 
person. He died last week, and 
I will miss him as will count- 
less others. We were friends for 
more than three decades. 

Everybody liked Norman be- 
cause there was nothing about 
Norman to dislike. He was gen- 
erous beyond belief, he was 
kind, he was smart, he was hu- 
morous, and he was fun to be 
around. Above all—absolutely 
above all—he was a devoted 
family man. He doted on his 
family..He seemed perpetually 
astonished that God had given 
him the privilege of being a 
husband and father. He was 
proud beyond measure of his 
four children. 

Not that he was effusive. Of 
course, while the children were 
growing up, ‘and even after they 
reached adulthood, his desk and 
wallet were MES with pic- 


tures them. But =e facade 
he put on— one that everybody 
saw througt 1as tar. of a 


beleaguered and much put-upon 
male totally and helplessly at 
the mercy of a houseful of fe- 

his mother, wife 
and three daughters. (His one 
son apparently was judged on a 
different level; it’s a guy thing.) 

Norman had countless stories 
about his children, and in most 
cases portrayed himself as the 
victim. One I remember took 
place when he was coaching a 
CYO girls’ basketball team. His 
daughter was a member of the 
team although charity restrains 
me from specifying which 
daughter. A sports enthusiast, 
Norman took his coaching du- 
ties seriously. As he told the 
story, he called his daughter off 
the bench to go in and play. As 
she passed him on her way to- 
ward the court, he said her one 
question to him was not about 
basketball tactics or strategy. 
Oh no, instead, he said her 
question was “Does my hair 
look all right?” Life as a CYO 
coach was not a bowl of cher- 
ries, Norman insisted, but he 
loved it. 

In the course of his more 
than 30-year career at the 
Catholic Standard Norman 
wrote a great many excellent 
stories, including a long wrap- 
up article describing accurately 
and specifically, the highlights 
of Pope John Paul II’s 37 talks 
during his visit to Washington 
in 1979, But my favorite 
Catholic Standard story by him

is, appropriately a family affair. 
His daughter Colleen had re- 
cently gotten married and I 
asked him to do a father-of-the- 
bride article for our annual 
marriage supplement. The story 
was, to mince no words, mar- 
velous. Naturally, Norman por- 
trayed himself as the hapless 
and harried victim of a platoon 
of determined females. The 
story was warm hearted, touch- 
ing and hilarious. Writing skill 
which Norman had in abun- 
dance, couldn’t pull off a story 
like that. What made it special 
was that it radiated a father’s 
love. He wrote the same kind 
of story, just as effectively, 
when his other daughters mar- 
ried. 

Norman had his priorities: 
God, family, Church, country, 
Southern Maryland, the Marine 
Corps, baseball and anything 
Irish. And he had a the Irish- 
man’s love of storytelling and 
playfulness with words. As I 
passed his desk one morning, 
he asked. “What’s green and 
white and Irish and stays out 
all night?” 

“I don’t know.” 

“Paddy O’Furniture.” 

“Thank you for sharing that 
with me, Norman.” 

He became an expert on 
Southern Maryland, and I 
learned to rely on his expertise. 
He knew and loved the region’s 
history, geography, topography, 
folklore and people. It was his 
favorite place in the world, and 
he was buried there on Satur- 
day, in St. Francis Xavier Cem- 
etery on St. George’s Island. 
His fondest wish—his longtime 

to retire to Southern 
Maryland and enjoy its wonders 
fulltime. That was not to be. 
God’s plan and our plan are not 
necessarily the same, as God 
reminds us regularly. God had 
other plans for Norman. 

When someone close to us 
dies, we grieve not for that per- 
son, but for ourselves because 
he is taken from us and we will 
miss him. So it is with 
Norman. In recent years his 
health deteriorated, he had dia- 
betes, his eyesight was im- 
paired, he had a multitude of 
ailments that restricted his ac- 
tivities. But the faith that sus- 
tain us—and sustained him

through many a crisis—com- 
forts us with the expectation 
that the life he now enjoys is, 
at long last, free of pain, free 
of infirmity. 

Norman was full of life and 
humor, and he would not want 
us to be sad. His struggle is 
over. It’s not hard to picture 
him having lengthy conversa- 
tions with the saints, especially 
the Irish saints, both about the 
tribulations of being a hapless 
male in a female enclave and 
about his absolutely marvelous 
family, on whom he doted. Nor

$12,100 to close the. budget short- 
fall. FOP President John Rogers 
argued that taking away a promised 
benefit is not fair. At least two 
councilmembers voiced support for 
reinstating the promised bonus. 


More Officers 

% Although not a formal FOP re- 
‘quest, Rogers urged council to 
hire additional officers. He noted 
that the streets of Greenbelt are 
becoming mere violent and sug- 
gested that the city would have a 
“big problem” within the next 
year if more officers were not 
hired. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram sug- 
gested civilianizing additional 
positions, as other departments 
have done, to free up more 
officers for the street. Hobbs 
expects that increased automa- 
tion, being phased in over the 
next two years, will signifi- 
cantly reduce the paperwork 
burden on officers, allowing 
them to spend more time on 
the street. 

Councilmember Judith 
Davis told Rogers that while 
“we'd all ...like more officers,” 
it’s an issue of priorities. 
While not disagreeing, Bram 
noted that relative to many 
other communities, Greenbelt 
has a relatively high ratio of 
officers to populatian. 


Leave Pool 

The FOP presented three 
specific proposals to council— 
-for a,change in the deferred 
compensation program, creation 
of an “FOP leave pool,” and 
establishment of a “master pa- 
trol officer” rank. Probably the 
most Ifkety to” be approved ‘by 
council is the leave pool re- 
quest. Currently, members of 
the FOP's board must use their 
own annual leave to handle 
FOP business during their 
working shifts. The lodge’s by- 
laws have long had a provision 
that members must contribute 
leave to the pool. The lodge is 

yw seeking council approval 
for implementing the pool with 
t yearly contribution of four 
hours per: officer. | 

Most of the councilmembers 
voiced support for the proposal, 
although Mayor Antoinette 
Gram sought some assurances 
from FOP - President John 
Rogers that all lodge members 
agreed to the proposal. 

Hobbs expressed some con- 
cern that the program could be 
seen as a city subsidy of FOP 
activities. This concerned him, 
he said, if officers -were to-use 
pool leave for purposes “inimi- 
cal to the city’s interests,” such 
as lobbying for a bill that the 
city opposed. He suggested 
specifying what activities the 
leave could be used for. How- 
ever, Rogers pointed out that 
officers are not required to 


specify what they plan to do 


while on:annual leave. While 
the councilmembers asked to 
see “examples” of what the 
leave might be used for, they 
appeared less interested than 
Hobbs in creating an approved 
list of, activities. 

Another issue was’ whether 
the program would cost the 
city anything. The FOP argued 
that since it is simply redistrib- 
uting leave already earned by 
officers, there should be little 
or no cost to the city. Hobbs 
was not so sure. He believed 
that the pool would increase 


the néed for overtime. Rogers: 


“Retirement System,” 


said that supervisors would. 


have the ability to turn down 
this leave to avoid overtime in 
the same manner as they do for 
any other annual leave request: 


Deferred Compensation 
Rogers also asked for a 


change in the city’s deferred 


compensation program. Cur- 
rently, three different retirement 
systems cover city employees. 
Police officers are covered by 
the McLeo program, which al- 
lows them to retire after 25 
years of service. Long-time city 
employees are covered by the 
while 
newer employees are covered 
by the “Pension System.” All 
three programs are run by the 
state government, which deter- 
mines benefits and contribu- 
tions. 

In FY92, in response to the 
complaints of employees in the 
Pension System that they re- 
ceived a much smaller benefit 
than other employees., the city 
phased in a 5% city contribu- 
tion to the Pension Plan em- 
ployees’ deferred contribution 
accounts, in addition to the city 
match of the employees’ contri- 
butions (up to 5%). For em- 
ployees who participate in the 
deferred compensation program, 
the total cost to the city for ba- 
sic pension, city match, and 
city contribution (Pension pre- 
gram only) totals 21.3% of sal- 
ary to McLeo employees’ re- 
tirement benefits, 14.7% for 
Pension Plan employees and 
26.1% for Retirement Plan em- 
ployees, 


The FOP is asking council ° 


to make a comparable 5% 
contribution to police officers’ 
deferred compensation ac- 
counts, “due to the dispropor- 
tionate amount of funds being 
distributed. to the employees of 
the city...” Rogers told the 
News Review that the shorter 
period that police officers have 
to make contributions (since 
they can retire after 25 years of 
service instead of 30) already 
makes “a big difference dollar- 
wise. The lack of the 5% city 
Contribution (above the match) 
increases the difference. Rogers 
noted that-a person who stays 
in for 30 years would already 
come out with more [from the 
deferred contributions program} 
than he'd get in 25. However, 
the city contribution makes the 
disparity greater. While he 
could leave in 25 years, Rogers 
said, it would not be finan- 
cially advantageous to do so. 
Council discussion of this issue 
ended with Rogers‘ estimate 
that the request would cost 
roughly $100,000. 

A second deferred 
compensation issue has run 
through several budget 
worksessions, namely the 
Mayor’s concern that the city, 
unlike many organizations, 
bases deferred compensation 
(and the city match) on “gross 
pay,” including overtime. In 
many programs, deferred com- 
pensation applies only to base 


pay. 


Other Requests 

The FOP also.requested. cre- 
ation of a new rank, between 
private first class and corporal 
in order to create additional 
promotion opportunities for of- 
ficers. The councilmembers, 
however, said that the proposal 
needs to be developed further 
before they could consider it. 
In the future, Rogers expects 
that the FOP. will bring propos- 
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als for health insurance for re- 
tirees and an improved retire- 
ment plan for officers. 


Animal Control 

Planning and Community 
Development Director Celia 
Wilson has proposed increasing 
the fines for violations. of the 
city’s animal control regula- 
fions, currently $10 for the first 
violation, to $25 for nuisance 
violations (noise, running at 
large, failure to remove feces) 
and $250 - $500 for neglect 
and cruelty. Further, Wilson 
proposes doubling the fines for 
second violations and doubling 
them again for more than two 
violations. 

She also suggested that the 
city issue a “shadow license.”

A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 

The hot days have brought 
spring weather up to where it 
should be this time of the month. 
In response many types of flow- 
ers have finally come into bloom. 
It is one of the most beautiful 
times of the year. Thoughts may 
be running towards the summer 
flower and vegetable garden. It 
is a good time to finalize the 
plans, prepare the soil, and buy 
supplies. But as for planting, re- 
member that the warm weather is 
not yet here to stay. 

There are cool days and nights 
still to-come and maybe even a 
frost. Since a frost will kill al- 
most all annual plants, once you 
have planted, watch the weather 
forecasts so you know if you 
have to protect your plants. 

Plant experts recommend not 
putting out annual plants till after 
the average last frost date, (late 
April for us.) Prudent plant 
people recommend. planting annu- 
als after May 1. After all, the 
annuals will be part of the garden 
for many months, so why not 
plant them in conditions in which 
they thrive - warm days and 
nights. 

Annual vegetables and flowers 
can be planted as. seeds or as 
plants in early May. Try seeds 
for easy to grow varieties and 
hard to find varieties. Some 
plants that come up easily from 
seed directly sown in the garden 
include: beans, squash, zinnia, 
cosmos, marigold, basil, moming 
glory, tithonia, and cleome. The 
last two are not well known but 
are very drought tolerant and dis- 
ease free. 

Some annual plants need time 
and effort to get started. If you 
have not started them yet you are 
better off buying as plants: to- 
mato, pepper, salvia, coleus, 
impatien, lobelia, and ageratum. 
Garden centers and other stores 
offer a good selection of favor- 
ites. 

Buy healthy plants that will] 
continue to develop strong leaves 
and stems and thus will produce 
many flowers for weeks this sum- 
mer. When choosing a plant look 
for healthy green leaves. Avoid 
plants with yellowing and brown- 
ing Jeaves, grayish spots, bugs, 
fuzzy patches or webs. Also 
avoid plants that have a lot of 
roots sticking out of the bottom 
of the pot. This is a sign that the 
plant is pot bound and has been 
stressed. 

Do not worry about haying a 





lot of flowers on the plants just | 


yet. At this stage you want. the 
plant to. put its energy into pro- 
ducing good leaf and root growth. 
Pinching the flowers off before 
planting in the ground will direct 
the plant’s efforts to producing a 
stranger. plant.
